The eity of Antioch me aa lost out 
in its suit to prevent the rice grow- 
ers of the Sacramento valley from 
diverting water from the river. The 
Supreme court yesterday dissolved 
the temporary injunction, and advised 
Antioch to move its pumping plant 
farther up stream, where there 
would always be plenty of fresh 
water. ; 

The suit affected water users for 
200 miles up the river, the rice grow- 
ers being affected particularly. The

Antioch . had_.pontended..that . the 
drainage of river waters was allow- 
ing salt water to fill the city’s feed 
pipes. It asserted that a continuous 
iflow of 3500 cubic feet a second 
‘was needed in order to prevent the 
town’s supply from becoming filled 
with salt: water. 

The Antioch water suit has been

It was also alleged in the suit that 
the irrigationists had absorbed the 
whole flow by diversion, causing 
brackish bay water to reach the in- 
take of their pumping. plant. 

The suit, which involves water 
tights of great value, was first filed 
in Contra Costa county, but was 


transferred 19 Alameda county on. a}- 


ruling of Superior Judge R. H. Lati- 
mer on a motion for a change ot 
venue. 

After weeks of trial the temporary 
injunction restraining the rice grow- 
ers from wing water in excess of 
fixed quantities was granted by Judge 
A. F. St. Sure of Alameda county. 

The decision was immediately ap- 
pealed by the rice growers. 

Yesterday's decision brings to an 
end the biggest water action ever 
fought in the courts of California. 
Crop interests in excess of $400,000,- 
000 have been interested in the case, 
which required the services of more 
than thirty attorneys.

While a few hundred rium-souke;l 
fools kill each other and others with automobiles 
every Sunday, millions of goed men and good 
women wend their way to the 2ouse of God and 
earnestly pray for righteousness, for the right, for 
divine help to so live that the world shall become 
steadily better. And it is becoming better, in 
spite of the criminal minority. 

NOT SO WAXY “UNEMPLOYED 

The official figures given out from Washington 
show tuat there are 5,700,000 persons out of work 
in this country, ind as there is no explanations 
attached to them they make the situation look 
much more gloomy than it really is. The real 
fact is that there are not over half that many 
conpared to normal times in this country, now 
out of employment. The 5,700,000 represent the 
difference between those on payrolls now and those 
on the same payrolls January 1, 1920, when wages 
were at their highest and the demand for work- 
ers abnormal.
